W ashington, Feb. 20—It Is expected 
that the new rules will be disposed of to­ 
morrow, and then the House can go on 
with business, commencing the real work 
of the session just at the time when it 
ought to be concluded. Several important 
amendments to the rules, which have been 
made in committee of the whole, will be 
fought over again In the House, and it is 
quite likely that the decision to give the 
control of the appropriations tor agriculture 
and public buildings to the committees on

reversed. 
Thus far only a single one of the doz^u 
regular appropriation Dills—that providing 
for pensions, has bicorne a law. Tin* for­ 
tification bill passed the House before the 
recers. but has not yet been acted upon by 
the Senate. The military academy bill is 
in the hands of a conference committee. 
Two 
more 
appropriation 
bills, 
the 
Indian 
and 
the 
con­ 
sular 
and 
diplomatic, have been re­ 
ported to the House ; and two others, the 
army and navy, are about ready to report 
A sub-committee of the Commerce Com­ 
mittee Is at work on the river and harbi r 
bill, but will not have it perfected for a 
good while. The legislative and sundry 
civil bill, the most important and likely to 
excite the most debate, have as yet been 
hardly touched by the committee. 
One of the first measures to come up 
Will be the Marshals’ deficiency bill, and it 
is almost certain to provoke a lively debate. 
It will be remembered that Congress ad­ 
journed at the extra session without m ak­ 
ing any ap p ro p re Ion for the payment of 
United States Marshals, and these officeis 
nave been 
discharging 
their 
duties 
since the 30th of 
last 
June 
without 
witnout receiving a cent from the N a­ 
tional Treasury. At the California elec - 
lion last September Deputy Marshals were 
employed at the polls, and the D e m e n ts 
proposed to forbid the use of any money 
appropriated by the deficiency bill to 
cover expenses for such service. The Re* 
publicans will, of course, protest, and the 
Democrats apparently dread the inevitable 
discussion, as tney have postponed the 
question month after month.

Point. 
W hen released she raised her 
anchor, and the captain was surprised to 
lind hanging to one ut the dukes a strong 
canvas bag containing $90J in Mexican 
silver dollars. No one appeared to make 
any claim to the money or explain how it 
came tnere. 
This singular occurrence was 
only a small part of the rem arkable inci­ 
dent in the career of Davis.

men named John 
Smith 
concocted a 
scheme to rob one of the steam ed plying 1 
between this port aud the Mexican coast, I 
which frequently brought up large ship- I 
raents of treasure from the Sonora aud !

They tied up the boxes on an inch-thick 
tancd line, leaving about thn_e iadioaia of 
line between each bcx, and paying it out 
as the vessel moved along, sung the whole 
iu the harbor of La Paz.

ver dollars they hid In a coal bunker and 
tried to get a man named llunlson, who 
was in their confidence, to smuggle it 
ashore in a bag cl potato! 3 at Mszatlan 
on the return trip, but he refused.

were ur able to get ashore, as they contem­ 
plated titling up their treasure at La Paz 
and were compelled to come o n to this 
city, where they threw the bag overboard 
while the steamer lay in quarantine.

Yesterday morning Rev. O. L. Barter, 
of Chicago, a Swedenborgian minister, 
occupied the pulpit of All Souls church.
